THE MUNICIPAL ELECTION. 

The Municipal las. collector has given 
fait notice that in all cases where taxes 
are not paid by the Slat of December 
(next Monday) levies will be made on the 
property of the delinquents. As under the 
law regulating the matter no. person caD 
rote at a Municipal eleotion unless the 
taxes due by him to the Municipality have 
boon paid, it follows that ia addition to 
the delinquent being deprived of his vote 
at tho ensuing Civic election ho will ho 
forced to pay tho taxes in v/hioh he is de- 
linquent immediately after tho eleotion 
Bhall have taken place. Wo would there- 
fore advise all ratepayers to "step up to 
the Captain's office and settle" beforo 4. 
o'olock on Monday, and thus achieve t 
twofold object. It is known now that Mr 
Drake, who has worthily and ably filled 
the office of Mayor for tho past year, de- 
clines to stand for jo-election. Coun- 
cillor Turner ha3 also declined on the 
ulea of pressing business engagements, 
but will serve again as Councillor should 
a good man bo returned as Ma> or. One 
or two names of gentlemen who have not 
served as Councillors have been men- 
tioned; but on the score of iuexponenco 
in civic affairs they are cortainly liielligi- 
blo and should not bo elected. It strikes 
us that there may be found in tL J pressut 
Council excellent material from which to 
poDBtruet another good Mayor jaye.three or 
four good ones.without calling on men who 
have nottakou sufficient interest in Muni 
cipal affairs to become Councillors. 
What is mo3t to bo dreaded is eu- 
pinoness on the part of ratepayers 
— indifferenco ns to who may fill 
the Civio chair. Take care! Tho 
ratepayers suffered in tue past for their 
inertness. It took months of hard work 
to awaken tbem. When onco aroused 
to a sanso of duty they cleansed tho Auge- 
an stables pretty effectually ; but Bhould 
they fall asleep again the affairs of ths 
Municipality will sp< edily go to fcbe bad 
again. It is a rogretful ciroumst etlnt 
there is a disposition on the part of rate- 
payers not to trouble themselves about 
Municipal matters until it is almost too 
late to effect any good. A very largo sum 
of money requires to be disbursed each 
year, and it is essential that it should pass 
through hands that are both honest and 
capable During the past twelvemonth 
the city has beon woll and economically 
govorned. Some very important improve- 
ments have been effected ; the water workB 
have been placed in a condition to pay their 
way, and the dam has been rescned from a 
state of extreme peril. The deliberations 
of the Council bave been characterized by 
good order and that quiet dignity which 
■hould always prevail at tho meet- 
ings of such important bodies. It 
is tho duty of ratepayers at large 
to nee to it that the present 
satisfactory condition of affairs is insured 
by the election of good citizens to till all 
the offices at their disposal ut the ap- 
proaching election. Should they negloot 
to diaoharge this duty they may have 
oause for regrot. 

THE EIGHT HON. JOHN BRIGHT 
AND SIR GAYAN DUFFY, OF 
AUSTRALIA. 

We take the following from tho London 
Daily News of the 19th ult.,which will ex 
plain itself:— 

"It will be remembered that at a Free 
Trade banquet given in Melbourne to the 
Hon. Tohn Young, of Canada, Sir C. G. 
Duffy, the ex -Victorian Premier, endea- 
vored to justify his own inconsislenoos on 
questions of fiscal policy by an appeal to 
the authority of Mr. Bright. It appears 
that when last in London he had a con- 
versation with tho great Free Trader, and, 
according to his account, found him dis- 
posed to meet bis old opponents moro 
than half way. Mr. Bright said to him:— 
"If thoro aro particular indtihtries that 
jan flourish in Australia, and if it bo tho 
determination-of the people to encourage 
th :m, I would grant bonuses on certain 
industries liberally in order to promoto 
them; or I would com j 10 an agreement 
with tho Protectionists to protect a cer- 
tain uumbor of articles for a certain num- 
ber of years, an I let thorn try tho experi- 
ment." It would not be easy to formu- 
late sentiments more unliko those with 
which Mr. Bright for nearly forty years 
past bus boon identified; and it was there- 
fore not surprising that when Mr. T. B. 
Potter, at tho request of the Free Traders 
of Victoria, brought the above statement 
under his notice, ho should emphatically 
deny that ho had over employed tho lan- 
guage or expressed tlio ideas imputed to 
him. Wo should have expected that Mr. 
Bright's letter would sotuo tho question 
once for all, and that Sir C. G. Dully 
would havo frankly acknowledged his 
mistiko But Sir C. G. Duffy has taken 
a differout course. Ho has niado long ox- 
tracts from his diary, in which it appears 
ho reoorded the details of his interview 
with Air Bright, and ho is evidently un- 
der the impression that tho Australian 
public will linplicity accopt his owii ver- 
sion of what occurred on the occasion. 
But why ahould tiiey accopt the evidence 
of Sir (J. O. Duffy's diary aguinst tlio ex- 
plicit and unqualitied statement of Mr. 
Bright himsolf ? Unless wo aro prepared 
to boliove that Mr. Bright deliberately 
stultified himsolf and his most cherished 
convictions out of complaisance to an 
Australian politician on his tru i 3, wo 
must como to the conclusion that tho 
diary contains tho gravest inoooutaoies. 
The 0B86 would lmvo been different if Sir 
0. G Duffy had at the *ime forwarded to 
Mr. Bright a copy of tho report, with an 
intimation that, as ho might hereafter ilStj 
it for controversial purposes, ho con id 
orod it only fair to that gentleman to af- 
ford him an opportunity of correcting or 
amending it. It seems rather hard upon 
our public men that whon they give pri- 
yate interviews to visitors from tlio anti- 
podes they should bo liublo to havo thoir 
ouanco words reported, or misreportedj 
aud brought up years afterword* as con? 
olosiV« pro"' that they entertained opin- 
ions which, in point of fact, they hud al- 
ways repudiated. 



Why is Germany, whilst professing the 
strictest neutrality, pushing forward her 
fortifications on tho Russian frontier? Wo 
read that thoso works are being proscout- 
ed with so much energy that they will 
probably bo oompleted beforo tho stipulat. 
ed time, which is the end of the year 
1880. Of the nine detached forta arouud 
Posen, three will bo haiulud over to the 
military administration next year, throo 
moro in 1879, and the three others in 
1880. Tho enlargement of tho fortress at 
Thorn will bo proceeded with nest spring, 
and five dotached forts will bo built 
arouud it at tho same timo. Tho outer 
forts at Kouigsberg, of which there will 
bo five, and a sixth at tho village of Quod- 
nan, near that city, will all bo finished 
by tho spring of next year, and Kouigs 
berg will then ho defended by twelve 
forts altogether. An eq al degree of ac- 
tivity prevails in tho other stong places 
ou the Russian frontier of Prussia.

THE CRISIS IN THE SENATE. 

Scene at the Admission of Kellogg aud 
Butler. 

(Washington Correspondence Ni Y. Times.) 

Whilo groups of Senators were engaged 
examiuing and discussing tho Edmunds! 
and Thurman protocol, Senator Hill oc- 
cupied tho floor, mid mudo a rambling, in 
coherent argument in favor ot' seating 
Spofford, to which no ouo paid thei-light- 
o^t attention. Prom the cli trader of Mr. 
Hili'a speech it id believed that ho stood 
up and talked for no other purpose than 
to consume time, to order that bldinuuds 
and Thurraau might get their agreement 
perfected aud agreed upon beforo form 
ally presenting it to tbo Senate. As soon 
as the agreement was arranged to tho 
satisfaction of all parties. Mr. Hill was 
given a signal and he brought his remarks 
to a close. Mr. Edmunds thon read tho 
agreement to tho Senate, aud asked that 
unanimous consent be given to it. Tho 
Senato as such could not pass upon an 
agreement of tb.ii kind, nor could any 
notico bo taken of it upon the records of 
tho Senato proceedings. It had to be 
adopted unanimously in tlio form of a 
personal agreement among Senators, 
which was dono about 1:30 o'olock in the 
morning. Part of 'bo agreement was 
that tho timo until 3:30 should bj occu- 
pied in discussion by the Chairman of tho 
Committor) on Privileges aud Elections, 
and any others to whom ho would yield 
tho floor. The voto on tho Butler ease 
was to bo taken one hour after action was 
hud on Mr. Kellogg's case. Nobody do 
sired to occupy tlio floor in debate, aud 
tho Senate proceeded at once to voto upon 
the case of Air. Kellogg, tho resolution 
for bis admission being adopted by a voto 
of ISO to 28 — Couovor and Patterson voting 
in the affirmative; tho case of Butler was 
then immediately takon up and voted 
upon, and the resolution admitting bin) 
adopted by a vote of 2'.) to 28. It was very 
generally expected that Mr.Kellogg would 
bo admitted by tho voles of Patterson arid 
Conover. aud his admission being a fore- 
gone conclusion, very little interest was 
manifested in tlm progress of the roll- 
call. In the case of Butler, however, in- 
ti nso interest wits manifested on both 
sides. Conover and Patterson voted 
for his admission, and when tue 
loll call was oompleted, tho vote slood 
29 to 23, with Senator Davis, of Illi- 
nois, not voting. Mr, Davis, for whoso 
vote no one con. d vouch, was not in the 
chamber during the roll call, and tlio 
friends of Butler were exceedingly ner- 
vous lest ho should appear and c ist tho 
voto that would reject that gontl-tuati. A 
page was dispatched for Mr. Divis, and 
he soon returned with that portly Senator 
entering the chamber on the Republican 
side. Several Republican Senators ap- 
proached him and explained tho voto in 
Butler's caso, nn>! al out tho same time 
Mr. Thurman made an appeal to him to 
voto for Butler's admission. Mr. Davis, 
however, manifested no interest in the 
condition of tho vote, paid no attention to 
Thurman'fi appeals, and positively declin- 
ed to vote. Whilo Mr. thurman was la- 
boring with Mr, Davis, a party of inter- 
ested Senators surrounded tlio Clerk's 
desk, anxiously awaiting the footing up 
of tho roll. In this group were Patterson, 
Gordon, Hill, fJoiikllipg and several 
others. 

Gen. Butlor stoo.l in the door of tho 
cloak-room on tho Demooratio t-ido, his 
face plainly reyealhig the iate'bse feeling 
with which he watched tho closing pro- 
ceedings, and his eyes wore fixed in a va- 
cant manner upon tlio clerk, who was 
adding up tho roll Hint was to opi n or 
uloso to him tho Sjnatn of the tJuitod 
States The Clerk having finished tlio 
count, handed the roll to tho Vice Presi- 
dent, who turned to Senator Davis as if 
to inquire whether he desired to vote, hut 
the indlffererit manner of that S mi' or, as 
ho slowly paced tho Hour in the rear of 
tho Boats, showed that ho had no purpose 
to tike part in the vote, and the Vioe- 
Presid' nt announced tho result— 29 to 2H. 
Had Mr. Davies voted no, Butler would 
havo been rejected. Hud Mr, Sharon been 
present the same rosult might havo fol- 
lowed, although this is by no moana cer- 
tain, as it is po sibln Hint had Mr. Davis' 
vot" been necessary to admit Butler, be 
would have received it, Before the roll- 
call on tho Butler oaso was finished, Gov.

B.Kyle, who has purchnsodtho patent-right 
in Plummer's fruit preserver for the Do- 
minion of Canada, is desirous of dispos- 
ing of the right in this Province to a com- 
pany or private individuals.

The Howe Sound Trail Dispute— A Su- 
pervisor of Public Works Required. 

Editor Colonist:— It is tho duty of 
pnblio journalists whon they issue reports 
relative to public works, nnd tho expendi- 
ture of monies voted by parliament for 
these works, to print and circulate that 
only which is consistent with truth. It 
is, however, a notorious fact that in al- 
most every instanco whero publio funds 
are being expended for public purposes— 
whether for roads or otherwise— by tho 
government of tho day, exception is taken 
by the party in opposition to Buck ex- 
penditure, on tho alloged ground that 
such expenditure is uncalled for, the work 
not boing required— or if roquired, that 
political favoritism has governed its ap- 
propriation at a cost to the country greatly 
above the value of the work to be done. 
It don't matter which party may bo in 
power — whether conservative or liberal, 
such charges and othors of a liko nature 
are shied at tho leaders of each organiza- 
tion, according as they happen for tho 
time-being to hold tho strings of tho 
public purse. Now, this might bo amus- 
ing enough wero tho public assured that 
such charges were groundless, merely 
political clap trap got up to terve party- 
interests. But tho public has no such 
assurance On the contrary, it has been 
too frequently found that publio funds 
have been most recklessly squandered on 
works whioh might havo been very well 
dispensed with; and on othors large sums 
have been expended for work most imper- 
fectly and unsatisfactorily completed. 

Without at all pretending to pass judg- 
ment in tho matter of the "Howo Sound 
Trail dispute," it may serve to illustrate 
what is meant by the foregoing remarks. 
Tho party now in power, and who aro for 
tho present the depositaires of tho public 
funds, eay that this trail has been com- 
pleted and is now well fittod for tho tran- 
sit of cattle — tho purpose for whioh it was 
mado. On the other hand, it is asserted, 
that the trail as passed from the contrac- 
tor's hands, or from tho hands of tho 
parties empowered by government to make 
said trail.isa very imperfect piece of work, 
in many placos impassable for cattlo, 
without dangor to life and limbs, &c, &o 
Now, as both statements can't bo true, it 
is but a reasonable question for the pub- 
lio to ask (tho publio being tho party 
chiefly interested) which is true? But who 
shall answer tho question ? Where is tho 
impartial umpire to bo found who shall 
satisfy tho publio mind on tho point in 
dispute? There is none. All the satis- 
faction whioh tho publio can get is to 
listen to or reud in the public prints of 
theso squabbles, recriminations and bick- 
erings, but they havo no eflioiont power to 
ascertain the truo state of the caso, as to 
tho truth or falsehood of such reports. In 
order to remedy this unsatisfactory Etaie 
of matters and put nu end to these an- 
seemly disputes,— in so far as our own 
provincial interests aro concernod, and 
for the bettor informing of the public 
mind as to the expenditure of the publio 
funds, it Beoms to be not only desirable 
but necessary that thero should be a 
Supervisor of Public Works, properly 
qualified, whosodutyit would botosuper- 
viso, inspect and report at stated inter- 
vals on the progress and completion of 
all government works — no work to bo 
accopted as completed unless certified to 
bo so by this officer. 

I believe that snch an appointment 
would result in a considerable saving to 
tho country. L.

Editor Colonist : — I take pleasure in 
being able to inform all friends through 
your pupor that I am mining in a now 
placer discovery on tho tributaries of tho 
Montugua Biver near to La Libertad in 
this Republic, and I advise any miner who 
is out of employment and ablo to expand 
from two to thrue hundred dollarB for the 
purpose of getting here with tools for 
general mining and was a few yoars to 
spare, to como on here as soon as possible; 
or if ho should wish to remain hore al- 
ways ho cannot find abettor climato or a 
more liberal government with their agri- 
cultural lands. From three to five dollar 
diggings exist in the gulchos for miles 
around and gold-bearing quartz is very 
ubundant in the wash.

London, Deo. 25.— Tho Mark 
press of this week in its review of tho 
British corn trade says tbe nspect of tbe 
winter sown wheat plant gives rise to no 
complaint, but its too rapid development 
may roudor it more sensitive to the action 
of frost lator on. In the present scarcity 
of roots and winter fodder, the weather 
and tho greenness of the pasture aro fav- 
orable for stock farms. Thero is no alter- 
ation in Russian wheats.

St. Petersburg, Dec. 25. — An oflloial 
telegram states that tho sudden drifting 
of ice on tho Danube has torn away the 
bridge at Ibrail. A Russian steamer is 
frozen in and unable to approach tho 
bridge. Grand Duke Alexis announces 
that communication cannot bo restored 
for the prosent. 

Belgrade, Deo. 25. — The Servians on 
Monday, after oight hours sevoro lighting, 
captured Takpalong together with tlireo 
Krupp guns and large quantities of am- 
munition and provisions. The Turks lost 
many killed and some prisoners. Prince 
Milan was present yesterday when the 
bombardment of Nisch began. 

Erzeroum, Deo. 25. — The Russian lines 
havo been pushed forward and Erzeroum 
is almost invested. The Russian infantry 
is massed in the northern part of tho 
plain. Bombardment of the town nnd 
consequent interruption of tolegraph ser- 
vice aro imminent. 

Paris, Dec. 25. — Le Temps, alluding to 
tho report that active intercourse had been 
going on between Paris and London with 
a view of establishing an understanding 
on the Eastern Question, says it is per- 
fectly certain tho French Government 
does not intend departing from its attitude 
of reserve to play an active part in East- 
ern affairs. 

London, Dec. 24— A telegram from Er- 
zeroum reports 20 battalions of Russians 
havo been seen northeast of Erzeroum. 
Considerable Russian forces are also con- 
centrated behind the Deve Boyan.

Constantinople, Dec. 24 — The Porte 
has issued a proclamation deposing Prince 
Milan of Sorvia. 

It is rumored that on Thursday the 
Sultan ordered Edheim Pasha, Grand Vi- 
zier, to tako steps to procure peace. 

Bucharest, Dec. 23. — A suowstorm 
which commenced on tho 18th in Bulgaria 
and Roumauia has been unusually heavy. 
It is feared hundreds of Turkish prison- 
ers and Russian troojis caught on the 
march must have perished. Of a convoy 
overwhelmed at Cotrocene, a suburb of 
Bnoharest, 40 horses and 29 mon were 
frozen to death.

San Francisoo, Deo, 20.— Christmas 
day was commemorated in San Francisco 
generally but quietly. All tbe places of 
worship at which services wero held wero 
crowded. Decorations woro unusually 
lavish and the music florid and carefully 
selected. Tho streets dining tho afternoon 
and evening wero more deserted than on 
Sunday, citizens mostly devoting them- 
selves to indoor festivities; tho theatres 
wore woll attended. In the southern por- 
tion of tho city considerable hoodlumism 
manifested itself. During tho alternoon 
and evening a number of boys ranging in 
age from 8 to 18 years, amused themselves 
by smashing the windows of Chinese 
wash-houses on Mission, Third aud How- 
ard streets and by insulting and beating 
every Chinaman they could see on those 
streets. Quito a number of Chinamen 
wore beaten and bruised. This was kept 
up from 2 until 5 o'clock, aud as between 
those hours thero were no police officers 
around no arrests were nnv'o, Shortly 
after five officers put iu an appearance and 
arrested two bo.\s for participating in tho 
outrage. A number of men attempted to 
rescue them but without success, and two 
of the men also wero lakon into custody.

EUROPE. 

London, Doc. 24. — Tho Edinburgh 
Chamber of Oommorca to-day agreed to 
memoralize tho government to continue 
its neutrality in tho present war. Only 
two members of tho chamber wero oppos- 
ed to tho resolution.
